Levies o f three o f the units will 
be taken up because they ex ceed 
the state 
tax limitatio n law 
which sets $1.25 fo r to wnship s 
and 
$2.00 
fo r 
municip alities. 
Rates necessary fo r p ublic wel­ 
fare and to retire indebtedness 
are no t included in these fig ures, 
ho wever. 
To tal rate fo r Rushville scho o l 
and civil city fo r 1938 has been 
set at $3.00 but o nly $2.57 o f this 
amo unt is subject to the $2.00 
limitatio n law as the remaining 
43 cents is fo r welfare and in­ 
debtedness. 
Anderso n to wnship ’s rate is 
$1.74 with $ 1.431/2 being subject 
to the $1.25 limitatio n law, and 
Richland’s rate is $1.73 with $1.31 
affected by the tax limit law.

WORLD PEACE IS PRESIDENT’S PLEA 


Chicag o , Oct. 5 (A5) — Presi­ 
dent Ro o sevelt bitterly arraig ned 
ag g resso r natio ns befo re the bar 
o f wo rld o p inio n to day and called 
up o n p eace lo ving co untries to 
jo in in a “co ncerted effo rt” to 
resto re internatio nal tranquil­ 
ity . 
Facing a cro wd estimated by 
p o lice at 
50,000 
g athered 
to 
watch him dedicate the bridg e, 
the chief ex ecutive, in a stirring 
p lea fo r sanctity o f treaties and 
sanity in internatio nal dealing s, 
asserted: 
“There m ust be p o sitive en­ 
deavo rs to p reserve p eace.” 
He did no t disclo se wh#t he 
had in mind in this directio n but 
he hinted at measures which in

“When an ep idemic o f p hy si­ 
cal disease starts to sp read, the

Wash ington, Oct. 5 (Æ>)—Reg­ 
istration blanks for th e forth ­ 
coming 
unemp loy ment 
census 
will carry a message from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt asking th e co­ 
op eration'of every family. 
Th e cream-colored question­ 
naires were made p ublic today. 
On one side are 14 inquires, and 
on th e oth er is th is statement by 
th e p resident: 
“If you are unemp loyed 
or 
p artly unemp loyed and are able 
to work and are seeking work, 


j p lease fill out th is rep ort card 
righ t away and mail it befoer 
midnigh t, Saturday , November 
20, 1937. No p ostage stamp is 
needed. 
“Th e congress directed me to 
take th is census. It is imp ortant 
to th e unemp loyed and to every­ 
one in th is land th at th e census 
be comp lete, h onest and accurate. 
If you give me th e facts I sh all 
try to use th em for th e bene­ 
fit of all wh o need and want work 
and do not now h ave it.” 
Th e cards will be distributed 
by letter carriers on November 16 
and 17 to th e nation’s 31,000,000 
families. Wh ere th ere is more 
th an one jobless p erson in a 
family, p ostmen will leave extra 
cards. 
Th e questionnaire first asks 
names and addresses and wh eth ­ 
er th e registrant lives on a farm. 
Th en it inquires: 
“Totally 
unemp loyed 
and 
want work? Partly emp loyed and 
want more work? Working at 
WPA (Works Progress Adminis­ 
tration) NYA (National Youth 
Administration) 
CCC 
(Civilian 
Conservation Corp s) or 
oth er 
emergency work?” 
A statement p rep ared by ad­ 
visers to Joh n D. Biggers, census 
administrator, said: 
“Th ere is an imp ortant differ- 


:ence between th e p artly em­ 
p loyed and th e p artly unem­ 
p loyed. For examp le, a college 
student may work on Saturday s 
and is th erefore p artly emp loyed; 
but h e is not p artly unemp loyed 
because h e does not want more 
work. 
“Th e census does not include 
th e p artly emp loyed but only th e 
unemp loyed and th e p artly un­ 
emp loyed.” 
Oth er Queries ask wh eth er reg­ 
istrants are able to work, th eir 
age, race, occup ation, number of 
dep endents, amount of work in 
th e last week and th e last y ear 
and income during th e last week. 
Th e 
exp lanatory 
statement 
said th e card sh ould be filled out 
by every p erson wh o regards 
h imself as unemp loyed or. p artly 
unemp loyed, even th ough th e in­ 
formation h e sup p lies may not 
bear out h is op inion. 
Th e card, it said, “is not in­ 
tended for p ersons wh o h ave p er­ 
manently retired from work, for 
h ousewives not emp loyed for p ay 
or for ch ildren attending full 
time sch ool. 
“Very young and very 
old 
workers wh o return cards will 
not usually be regarded as em­ 
p loyable.” 
Officials said th ey h ad a t­ 
temp ted to make th e questions 
simp le, so th at most unemp loyed 
can fill out th eir registrations at 
h ome. For illiterates and p ersons 
wh o do not sp eak English , in­ 
formation booth s will be set up 
in various cities, p robably in 
p ostoffices.

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THE PRICE OF LIBERTY 
Henry R. Luce, publisher of Time Magazine, 
recently said: “Unless the facts, the significant 
facts, the difficult, complicated facts of indus­ 
try and finance and politics and technology are 
put before the people, the people cannot gov ern 
themselv es in an industrial society.” 
Mr. Luce is correct. Industry, labor anfc the 
public must k now the facts and co-operate with 
each other in the job of solv ing m utual problems 
of gov ernment and industry. Publishers must 
comment as nev er before on fundam ental facts 
that basically affect business stability, employ­ 
ment, social progress and personal liberty. 
The world drift toward the totalitarian state 
is ominously clear. Country after country has 
been engulfed. The people of the United States 
must be sav ed from the deadening hand of such 
collectiv ism by continuously informing them of 
its dangers to our independent form of gov ern­ 
ment. 
They must be impressed with the blessings 
that hav e come under our Constitutional system 
of free enterprise, if they Jiope to remain free 
agents. 
A free press, free speech and the widest in­ 
formation are indispensable safeguards. 
----------o---------- 
FAILURES 
During the current “breathing spell” the pub­ 
lic should mak e ev ery attem pt to absorb the pro 
and con arguments relativ e to national problems 
with which Congress will hav e to deal next ses­ 
sion. Among the more serious of these problems 
is ‘that of taxation. Undoubtedly soaring gov ­ 
ernm ent expenditures will necessitate further 
increases in taxes in the near future. Lik ewise, 
tax laws that were hurriedly adopted during past 
sessions amid a confusing crush of other legis­ 
lation, will profitably bear careful inv estigation 
and, in many cases, rev ision or repeal. The cap­ 
ital gains tax and the tax on undistributed earn­ 
ings of corporations come under the latter head­ 
ing. Both of these tax laws hav e largely failed 
in their primary purpose — of raising new rev ­ 
enue. They hav e eft used a v icious and dangerous 
disturbance of normal business activ ity. 
The capital gains tax, which taxes capital gains 
but does not allow deductions for capital losses, 
accentuates fluctuations in the security mark ets. 
The undistributed earnings tax effectiv ely pre­ 


v ents corporations — big and little — from ac­ 
cumulating reserv e funds for the liquidation of 
debts, and plant improv ements; it forces them 
to adopt a reck less policy of declaring abnormally 
large div idends in order to av oid a confiscatory 
tax on their undistributed earnings. Comment­ 
ing on this, the New York Times recently pointed 
out: “The present law could be tolerated only 
in the belief that the most im portant function 
of corporations is to pay taxes.” 
Procrastination in the rev ision of both of these 
laws simply forestalls the date when industry 
will be allowed to forge ahead on a sound post­ 
depression footing. 


NATURE UNLEASHED 
Floods succeeding drought in the corn country 
may cause wonder at the extremes of capricious 
nature, but there is close correlation between 
the dust storms denuding farms of topsoil and 
raging riv ers which submerge whole communities. 
Both are, in their cataclysmic effects, the direct 
result of m an’s interference with natural bal­ 
ances. 
Miles upon square miles of farmlands were 
once cov ered with tough turf, rank prairie v ege­ 
tation and forests. When the months without 
rain this growth conserv ed the moisture in the 
ground and anchored the topsoil to the terrain. 
When rain fell, the m atted shrubs and grasses 
sponged up the waters. Then came a generation 
of plowmen who ripped up the turf, powdered the 
soil and in search of wealth prepared for dis­ 
aster. Hot, dry winds whirle up the plowed soil to 
dark en cities a thousand miles distant and down­ 
pours of rain course off the bak ed subsoil to 
wreak hav oc in the v alleys far distant. We are 
seeing in the West today the same accented forces 
which made v ast habitable reaches of China a 
desert, which cause the periodic, death-dealing 
floods in the Yangtze, Kiang and Hoang Ho. 
But if nature is unconquerable, so is m an un­ 
conquerable. He can correct his mistak es and 
surely will. By impounding flood water, terracing 
his farms with an eye to wind and weather, 
planting cov er crops and ev en, perhaps, abandon­ 
ing to wilderness again some of the land he 
claimed, balance will be restored to the natural 
order of things. Wind and water erosion are 
creeping cancers, swift to spread to healthy 
territory.

Salamanca, Spain, Oct. 4 (JP)— 
Harold E. Dahl, American war 
pilot who has been an insurgent 
prisoner since last June, was 
calmly confident today that he 
will escape from a court m artial 
with his life. 
The 
28-year-old 
flier 
from 
Champaign, 
111., is almost cer­ 
tain to be condemned to death 
by a military tribunal before 
which he will be tak en with 
threfe Russian pilots tomorrow 
on charges of “bearing arms 
against Spain.” 
But Insurgent Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, answering the 
supplications of Dahl’s wife, has 
promised clemency for her newly 
wed husband. The trial, there­ 
fore, is v irtually certain to be a 
mere formality in which 
the 
death sentence will be ov erruled. 
It Is expected that Dahl will 
be pardoned outright or 
ex­ 
changed for an insurgent av ia­ 
tor held as a gov ernment host­ 
age despite the probability that 
his defense will fail to impress 
his army officer judges. 
The court has appointed as 
Dahl’s attorney the popular Mar­ 
quis de Merito, an Oxford grad­ 
uate and himself a,noted flier. 
The Marquis has work ed energet­ 
ically to defend the American, 
ev en trav eling to Burgos to plead 
personally with Franco for his 
“client.” 
The defense will be that Dahl, 
who adopted the name Hernan­ 
do Diaz when he was giv en a 
Spanish 
passport, 
enrolled 
through the 
Spanish gov ern­ 
m ent embassy a t Mexico City 
as an av iation instructor and 
was forced to fly in combat only 
at gunpoint. 
Dahl, shot down during the 
gov ernment’s big offensiv e on 
the Brunete front west of Ma­ 
drid, is the last of fiv e Americans 
who signed up with the Spanish 
gov ernment air force a t $1,500 a 
month. 
Jim Allison, another of the 
squadron, went back to Dallas, 
Tex., with a bullet in his leg. 
Charley Koch went home 
to 
Bristol, Pa. Albert Baumler of 
Trenton, N. J., and Frank Thic­ 
k er, of DeWitt, Ark ., resigned the 
day that Dahl made his last 
flight.

asked the aid of six state agen­ 
cies and the Indiana Farm Bu­ 
reau in preparing a study of un­ 
employment and relief. 
Asked by a special U. S. Senate 
Committee for recommendations 
on proposed legislation in that 
field, Governor Towtisend re­ 
quested the agencies and Farm 
Bureau to provide him with sta­ 
tistics and suggestions. 
The agencies are State Em­ 
ployment Service, Indiana Works 
Progress Administration, Gover­ 
nor’s Commission on Unemploy­ 
ment 
Relief, 
Unemployment 
Compensàtion Division, Depart- 
mént of Welfare and Division of 
Labor. 
The request for recommenda­ 
tions came from Senator James 
F. Byrnes of South Carolina, 
chairman of a Special committee 
to investigate unemployment re­ 
lief. 
The resolution authorizing the 
committee states in part: “Re­ 
solved, that a special committee 
consisting of five Senators. . . is 
hereby authorized and directed 
to study, survey and investigate 
the problems of unemployment 
and relief, including an 
esti­ 
m ate of the number of persons 
now unemployed by reason 9f the 
use of labor-saving devices, me­ 
chanical or otherwise, in opera­ 
tion in the United States, ob­ 
taining all facts possible in rela­ 
tion thereto which would not 
only be of public interest but 
which would aid the Congress in 
enacting 
remedial 
legislation. 
The committee shall begin its 
study, survey and investigation 
as soon as practicable. . . and 
shall report to the Senate as soon 
as practicable with recommen­ 
dations for legislation.”

The demand for fur coats— 
leopard, sealskin and others—is 
creating a new industry in the 
south. 
Noting a growing demand for 
rabbit furs by coat m anufactur­ 
ers, A. L. Ward, secretary of the 
Atlanta Breeders club, said today 
it is quite possible that the beau­ 
tiful fur of milady’s new “leop­ 
ard” coat came from the back of 
a rabbit who had a haircut and 
an expert stenciling job. 
There are a number of large 
rabhit farms at Birmingham and 
Scottsboro, Ala., and Knoxville 
and Chattanooga, Ward said, 
but American breeders are not 
yet able to supply the demand. 


When so ld fo r garments, the 
fur o f the rabbit is first tanned. 
Fo r “ leo pard” co ats, Ward said, 
“ the fur is clipped and the spo ts 
stenciled o n.” Fo r 
“ seal-skin” 
co ats, tjie fur is clipped 
and 
dy ed blaQk. When o ther furs are 
imitated, 
v ario us 
o ther 
co lo r 
dy es are used. 
Because mo st o f the fur has to 
be dy ed, white rabbits are chief­ 
ly in demand, he said. 
The raisers are paid any where 
fro m two and a half cents fo r 
the pelt o f a y o ung rabbit to $3 
fo r the pelt o f a full gro wn ani­ 
mal, Ward said. 
Besides the pelts, the breeders 
sell the meat o f the rabbit.
